In submitting my fourth annual mes- 
sage to your honorable body, I extend to 
you my appreciation of the prevailing de- 
sire during the past year to bring about 
the best. possible results with the funds 
that have been entrusted to your care and 
for the various needs of our city govern- 
ment. maT S 

It is a great satisfaction to feel that 
improvements have been made through- 
out the city, which meet with the approval 
of the citiens at large and especially 
those directly benefited. Still, you may 
accomplish more by adopting and institut- 
ing a more regular system of disposing of 
the work assigned to the various commit- 
tees. Regular committee meetings, pub- 
licly announced, would invite public in- 
terest and offer an opportunity for your 
constituents to present propositions and 
claims. ‘Such meetings, regularly and 
promptly held, would be appreciated by 
the public and the business of the city 
be transacted with more facility than in 
the past. 

No work should be carried on without 
the sanction of the entire committee, and 
no supplies should be ordered or delivered 
without proper requisition signed by a 
majority of the committee in charge. 

I find the institution of such system ab- 
solutely necessary, and hereafier I will not. 


pass upon claims unless accompanied by. — 


a requisition. 
My reasons for insisting upon this pla 


are, that it has become necessary to in- , 


stitute a practice that wil systematically 
prevent the drawing to excess from any 0: 
the appropriations set aside for the var 
ous purposes of our city government. 

It is my confident belief that a strict ad. 
herence to the transaction of business a 


> 
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regular committee meetings will bring 
out a much better understanding of the 
requirements of the various departments 
of the city, and the limitation of the ex- 
penditures to the appropriation granted. 
The committees wil be better able to item- 
ize their demands upon the Board of Tax 
Commissioners, with the result that the 
needs of each department will get a more 
accurate and equitable consideration in 
the making up of the annual budget. 

The Board of Tax Commissioners will 
organize during the early part of January 
instead of in May as heretofore, and in so 
doing will be able to devote the proper 
time to the consideration of the needs of 
our city. 

The assistance of the council in improv- 
ing upon the methods of presenting their 
requirements will aid the Board of Tax 
Commissioners in fixing the appropriations 
in a more judicious manner. 


STREET DEPARTMENT. 


Last year’s record of improvements in 
street grading and repaving, in addition 
to the good work of the preceding year, 
is highly satisfactory and must be pleas- 
ing to our taxpayers. The minor repair 
work of our street paving under the su- 
pervision of the Street Commissioner has 
been carried on judiciously and with evi- 
dent effort to accomplish as much as pos- 
sible with the small sum set aside for 
this purpose. 

It is worthy of commendable note that 
the people of the city have somewhat 
eeded my request of a year ago regarding 
the throwing of waste paper and refuse in 
our public highways but there is_ still 
room for improvement. To those who 
shave assisted in aiding the street cleaning 
department, I wish to extend my sincere 
appreciation. 

- Continued close attention to the system 
of cleaning our streets will overcome 
many difficulties and obstructions; al- 
though the removal of snow during the 
winter season has always been a _ prob- 
em, and has been felt more and more dur- 
ne the past few years. ‘While this work

portant commercial centre, the Street 
Commissioner in conjunction with your 
committee on strets, should be able to 
afford some relief by the removal of snow 
and ice from cross walks and the most 
used streets. A 
SEWHRAGE. 

The Newark street sewer and the con- 
necting sewer on Jefferson and Ferry 
streets have done good service, aud the 
improvements in the conditions in the sec- 
tions served by these sewers have given 
geveral satisfaction. The general and 
thorough cleaning of sewers has been com- 
pleted with beneficial effect, and the peo- 
ple in the lower section of the city have 
not been subjected since to the repeated 
floods of former years. The sanitary con- 
ditions have thereby been greatly im- 
proved, aud prominent physicians have 
expressed the opinion that the clean sew~ 
ers contribute largely to the most desir- 
able condition. This evidences tne im- 
portance of good sewers, and I believe a 
request of the local Board of Trade for a 
hearing on the proposition to establish a 


-thorough sewerage system is before your 


honorable body for consideration. 

Enough has ben said in previous mes- 
sages and in additional communications 
directed to your honorable body to define 
my position in this matter. I hope an 
early date will be selected to grant the 
petitioners the opportunity to present their 
arguments in favor of such extensive im- 
provement. 

CITY PARKS. 

The work done in our parks during the 
last season has brought about such a 
strikingly visible improvement in the gen- 
eral appearance that a word of commen- 
dation seems particularly appropriate. It 
is safe to say that the lawns have neyer 
appeared to such good advantage, and the 
proper expenditure of moneys for shrub- 
bery and young trees has greatly enhanced 
their beauty; but the work is not com- 
plete and should be kept up. 

The Park Keepers should bear in mind 
that conscientious work is necessary t9 
keep the grounds in good condition, and 


that they themselves and their Assistant 
Park Keepers should aim not to permit of 
any just complaints from the public. The 
new fountain recently placed in Church 
Square Park has met with general admir- 
ation and approval. 

The suggestion made for the removal of 
the buildings used jointly as tool houses 
and toilets do not meet with my approval. 
The removal of these buildings would 
naturally add to the good appearance of 
the parks, but I cannot concur with the 
plan until the city is in a position to pro- 
vide the more modern underground toilets. 
Such places seem practically necessary in 
parks; and the present buildings, though 
admittedly unsightly, should be left stand- 
ing until better facilities can be provided. 
Meanwhile ciose attention should be given 
to the sanitary and general condition of 
these places. 

The acquiring of additional land for 
Elysian Park was a wise and profitable 
act, adding materially to the value of the 
park property of the city at a very reason- 
abie outlay. 

The acquisition of this land again re- 
minds me of the advisability of purchasing 
suitable plots in the lower section of the 
city, where the people of the crowded ten- 
ements could find relief. Any such grounds 
in that section should be laid out in a 
manner that could serve as a playground 
for the children during the daytime, and 
also as breathing spots for women and 
children during the evening hours. Such 
playgrounds would relieve the streets of 
the noise of children and greatly reduce 
the number of accidents occurring when 
excited youngsters indulge in their games 
on the streets. 

Considering the rapid growth of the city 
moneys expended for such playgrounds 
would prove an excellent investment. 


UNDERGROUND WIRES. 

The people of this city are looking for- 
ward toward the beginning of the work 
of placing the wires used by the Public 
Service Corporation and other corpora- 
tions into undergrounu conduits. The 
burying of these wires would be of a far- 
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reaching benefit to the city, inasmuch as 
the appearance of our streets would be 
greatly improved. 

Still great care must be exercised to 
protect the city against any losses and fu- 
ture expenditures resulting from these im- 
provements, and therefore I advise to give 
this problem your undivided attention 
soon after you have disposed of the more 
pressing business at the beginning of the 
ensuing year. 

POLICH DEPARTMENT. 

The police department is in good work- 
ing order, and the adoption of the Ber- 
tillon system of identification of criminals 
has proven a valuable addition. 

The efficiency and discipline upheld by 
the Chief is largely responsible for the 
amount of work done by the members of 
the department individually. The detec- 
tive department will be given special at- 
tention during the ensuing year. 

The many people who come here on 
shippings days and the large transient ele- 
men at all times, demand a large force 
of ‘‘plain clothes men’’ than a city of our 
size would otherwise require. The in- 
creases of this force which have been 
made from time to time have shown re- 
sults in the increased amount of work ac- 
complished. 

The Board of Police Commissioners 
will hereafter take notice of matter re- 
ported at Police Headquarters for investi- 
gation, and in future pay a supervising at- 
tention to all complaints. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The National Board of Fire Under- 
writers have recently made a lengthy re- 
port with recommendations intended to in- 
crease the efficiency of the department. 

I appreciate very much the complete- 
ness of their investigation, and admit that 
the improvements upon our fire depart- 
ment as recommended by them would 
make this a model to the outside world. 
The expenditure to raise the department 
to the standard the Fire Underwriters ad- 
vise would reach an amount from $250,- 
000 to $300,000 and the maintenance of 
such department increase the yearly run- 


nie cost about $30,000. These improve- 
ments are recommended to secure ample 
protection against fire and to reduce the 
possible losses to a minimum. They are 
furthermore pointed out to us as a way 
to decrease the cost of insurance or to 
check the tendency to advance rates. 

As another way to lower the risks of tae 
insurance companies, I would recommend 
to them immediate attention to the seem- 
ingly unrestricted practice of obtaining in- 
surance greatly in excess of the value of 
the chattels or buildings on which policies 
are granted. In my opinion there should 
be some strict rules and regulations which 
would not permit any insurance above the 
actual value of the chattels and buildings 
submitted, thereby relieving the possible 
inducements for carelessness and incen- 
diarism. Applications for insurance 
should be so carefully investigated that 
over-insurance would be practically out of 
the question. Such restrictions would 
meet with the approval! of honest insurers 
and reduce the losses to the companies. 

However, the recommendations for the 
improvement of our fire department are 
eertainly worthy of serious consideration, 
and such improvement should from time 
to time be undertaken as will be within 
the reach of our means. I fully realize 
the importance of a high standard of our 
fire department, and I shall endeavor to 
bring about the co-operation of the Board 
of Fire Commissioners and the Board of 
Water Commissioners in securing an in- 
crease in the number of hydrants for fire 
purpose and in the enlargement of water 
mains. 

The desired increase in the water pres- 


sure js a matter which the Board of 
Water Commissioners should take up at 
onee with the Hackensack Water Com- 


pany. 

An additional fire company will be need- 
ed in the near future for the better protec- 
tion of the northwestern section of our 
city; a necessity which will demand our 
attention. 

The service rendered by our’ depart- 
ment up to the present time is highly com- 
mendable; and the discipline upheld con- 
tinue to be satisfactory. 


SCHOOLS. 

I look upon the school department as 
the most important branch of our muni- 
cipal government, and everything should 
be done to make our schools second to 
none in the State. Efforts in this direc- 
tion have secured good results, and the 
conduct of our schools during the past 
year has been commendable in every par- 
ticular and reflects credit upon our school 
government. 

The department of education has won 
the confidence of the patrons of our 
schools, and I have every reason to be- 
lieve that our present system of public 
school education will compare favorably 
with that of any city in the State; but it 
should be our aim to make the Hoboken 
schools equal, if not superior, to any Sys- 
tem in the country. : 

In my last message I have pointed to 
the many obstacles to the erection of 
School No. 8, which was thrown open for 
the reception of pupils in September last, 
In School No. 8 we possess a building of 
which we have just cause to feel proud. 
It was constructed according to modern 
ideas of school buildings; is both sanitary 
and well lighted, and thoroughly up-to- 
date in all of its equipments. There is 
still some work to be done; but this will be 
completed shortly and the building ready 
for acceptance by the Board of Educa- 
tion. 

While School No. 8 has a seating capa- 
city of 1,600, yet upon the opening of the 
chool in September last it was not only 
filled to overflowing but the school author- 
ities were obliged to place two classes of 
100 pupils in the Engine House Annex on 
First street. 

While the growth of our school popula- 
tion in the past has been phenomenal, yet 
the future seems to indicate as great an 
increase in the immediate future. It is 
clearly evident to my mind that another 
school building is needed in the southwest- 
ern part of the fourth ward. The child- 
ren of this ward are entitled to a _ full 
day’s teaching in a commodious and sani- 
tary class room, and I therefore urge that 
steps be taken at once to secure a suit- 
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able location in this section of the city. for 
the erection of a twelve or fourteen room 
school building. 

Tt is a well known fact that our High 
School occupies a building entirely inad- 
equate and unsuitable to the needs of the 
school. What we need is a new High 
School building in which provision can be 
made to use a part of it for a complete 
grammar department. A combination 
high and grammar school building would 
not only relieve the over-crowded condi- 
tion and thus make additional room for 
the congested primary classes, but also 
save the expense of an additional principal 
as one principal could exercise supervision 


‘over all of the classes in this building. 


Such a school should be erected in the 
eentre of this city, easy of access for all 
pupils who may desire attendance. 

No system of education is complete 
without a first class High School and I 
firmly believe that the erection of a suit- 
able High School building will meet with 


‘the approval of the most conservative of 


our citizens. 


THE PUBLIC LIBRARY AND _ IN- 
DUSTRIAL SCHOOL, 


The good work done by these two insti- 
tutions can only be estimated by personal 
observation. It is a matter of great satis- 
faction to note the interest taken in the 
Library by the working classes of this 
city. A visit to the Library nearly every 
day after working hours, is convincing of 
the fact that a great many people who 
cannot afford to buy the good books and 
periodicals provided, make application for 
them. 

I repeat that it is very gratifying and 
must be so especially to those who aided 
in establishing this institution, to see the 
industrious poor of this city ambitious to 
benefit by the same literature as their 
more fortunate felow citizens. 

The Industrial School is an institution 
which has done good work in fitting young 
people for their future course. The re- 


~sults accomplished and exemplified at the 


late St. Louis Exhibition received the 
highest award, and this acknowledgment 


must be highly pleasing to the ardent pro- 
moters of this educational braueh and th 
people of this city. 

FINANCE. 


The financial condition remains excell- 
ent. 
The sinking funds during the last three 
years have almost been doubled, and the 
amounts credited to these accounts for this 
period aggregate a total of $86,369.65, a 
reduction of our indebtedness highly com- 
mendable and an appreciable evidence of 
conscientiousness in financiering. 
The $54,000 Judgment Bonds, issued 
February 1, 1875, and bearing 7 per cent. 
interest, will come due February 1, next, 
of which $52,000 will be refunded at an 
interest rate of 4 per cent. and a premium 
of 2 1-3 per cent, thus reducing the bond- 
ed indebtedness and yearly interest. 
Above results have been accomplished 
by close observance of economy in fixing 
the yearly appropriations. 
To a certain extent the deficiencies of 
the funds set aside to meet the expendi- 
tures of the various branches of our city 
government, may be traced to the honest 
aim to reduce, instead of increasing, our 
city’s indebtedness. 
In my last message I referred to the 
embarrassment the administration is sub- 
jected to on account of the difficulties in 
establishing proper valuation on our river 
front property, and the’ possible  conse- 
quences. Efforts to induce the corpora- 
tions interested to make acceptable propo- 
sitions, upon which a final settlement 
could be reached have ben unsuccessful, 
and as much as I would prefer a harmoni- 
ous co-operation of all concerned to dis- 
pose of the question of valuation on our 
river front property, I cannot overlook the 
importance of this question and the re- 
sponsibility resting upon this administra- 
tion to protect the city’s interest not only 
for the present but against any action 
which may effect our finances for some 
time to come and cause a loss in its ex- 
tent almost incalculable. 
The contested assessments will be taken 
up during the February term of the Su- 
preme Court. 
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It has been demonstrated to the people 
that a change of our tax laws is absolutely 
necessary to give the various communities 
financial stability and secure for the city 
a system of taxation fair to all. 

We may hope, that the many and ex- 
tensive statements to the equal tax 
commission and their final recommenda- 
tion to the coming legislature, will in- 
duce our state representatives to take up 
the cause of the people and pass such 
laws as will do justice to the local tax- 
payer and secure equal distribution of the 
tax burden. 

In conclusion I desire to express the 
hope that I may enjoy the co-operation of 
the various boards and the members of 
your honorable body, to conserve and pro- 
mote the interest of the people by the 
faithful performance of the duties assign- 
ed to us. 

Sincere efforts in this direction will un- 
doubtedly meet with gratifying results and 
earn the appreciation of our fellow citi- 
zens.

Gentlemen—The Alumni of Stevens Institute 
for the last thirteen years have been subscrib- 
ing to a fund to cover the cost of a much- 
needed Laboratory of Chemistry, 

The fund has now reached such proportions 
that the Trustees feel warranted in proceeding 
with ‘the work. 

The Alumni have requested that this building 
be considered as a memorial to our revere 
late President, Henry Morton, and it will there- 
fore be known as the Morton Memorial Labora- 
tory of Chemistry. 

In selecting a site for this new building we 
had to consider present convenience and fulure 
requirements for other buildings.

The Honorable the ‘Council: 

Gentlemen—In 1903, I advised your Honorable 
Body that the claim of Margaret O'Neill, upon 
improvement certificates 36 years old, was out- 
lawed and advised you not to pay it. Realizing 
the illegality of their claim, the holders of 
these stale certificates, by some peculiar device 
induced the Legislature of that year to pass an 
act validating the ‘scrip. Upon ‘this act they 
brought suit in Mrs. O'’Neill’s name agiainst the 
city for the original claim and interest. To 


this suit I interposed a demurrer in behalf of 
the city, claiming that the act of the Legisla- 
ture was unconstitutional. After considering 
the matter for a year, the Supreme Court re- 
cently decided that the act is constitutionat. 
The result is that a small claim of about $6,000, 
created in 1868, now legally exists against the 
city by reason of interest upon the same to the 
sum of over $20,000. 

The witnesses to the transaction for which 
this scrip was issued in 1868 are dgad, and the 
city cannot contest the cuse upon the facts, 
and is therefore left entirely ti its legal 
remedy. ' 

I would advise the appeal of the case to 
the Court of Errors and that a request be 
made to our members of the Legislature tc 
bring about the repeal of this pernicious act 
by supporting ‘the bill now in the Senate to 
abolish it.

‘This apparently unequal division of the music 
was made on account of the number of bands, 


two bands and two 


twelve in number; engaged by the organiza- 
tions themselves, and to equalize the music 
among the divisions as far as this was prac- 
ticable. 

‘The asignment of positions was rendered ditti- 
eult by the constantly growing enthusiasm of 
the citizen swhich caused applications to be 
received up to the last n.oment, and even led 
organizations to take part which had made no 
application whatever. 

There ‘were, as might have ‘been foretold, a 
number of oversights in the assignments. It 
is, however, my hope that tthe civic pride which 
led to so large and enthusiastic a parade, will 
eause parities having a just cause of complaint 
in this regard to overlook any apparent dis- 
courtesies, 

I wish, however, to assume the full responsi- 
bility for any shortcomings, with the assurance 
that any possible slight was wholly uninten- 
tional. 

It is impossible ‘to exactly state the numbers 
taking part in the parade. I am convinced, 
however, that the following estimate is a close 
approximation, though rather understating the 
actual numbers: 

Men in line, 10,282. 

Decorated floats, etc., 51. 

Fire apparatus, 8. 

Carriages, 47. 

Automobiles, 27. 

The total Ilength of the parade, when on the 
march, was over two miles. Considering the 
Jarge number of civic organizations, there was 
very little straggling. Unfortunately several 
organizations dropped out of line before passing 
the reviewing sittand, so that at that point the 
formation was not as well closed up as during 
most of ‘the march. 

The time for passing the reviewing stand was 
one hour and ttwenty minutes, indicating an 
even greater length of line than above esti- 
mated, 

I would especially mention the willing and 
efficient help rendered by the staff. It would 
be almost invidious to mention names where all 
acted with so much loyallity. 

In this regard I would express my regret that 
owing to some oversight, there were not enough 
badgecs for all of the aides. The blame for 
this is to be laid to me. 

I also wish to thank tthe following gentlemen 
for their courtesy in placing their telephones 
at my disposal: Louis Boehm, Paul Zabriskie, 
Charles J. Delehey, Cordts & Katenkamp, John 
Cc.

Without ‘the use of these telephones, the 
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handling of the pardde would have been greatly 
delayed. I would also bear witnes sto the 
generosity of the N. Y. & N. J. Telephone Com- 
pany, in allowing the frew use of pay stations, 
to the courtesy of the operators and _ the 
prompiiness and efficiency of the service, which 
enabled me to receive reports from all parts of 
the line during the whole parade. 

The police arrangements were well conceived 
and ably carried out. The Chief of Police and 
his force did all in their power to make the 
parade suecessful and \tto render me every as- 
sistance, 

I would specially call the attention of your 
Honorable Body ‘to the spirit in which the 
citizens at large joined in the celebration. 
Whatever success the parade may have atitained 
was largely, if not wholly due to the willing, 
prompt and kind co-operation of the people of 
Hoboken. 

In closing, I would tender your Honorabie 
Body my sincere thanks for the compliment 
implied in my seleztion, with the assurance 
that the memories connected with the parade 
will always remain among the most pleasant of 
my ..fe, recalling, as they do, an outpouring 
of public spirit and civic pride such as it has 
never ‘been my fortune to witness.

The following communication from His Honor 
Mayor Lankering was presented and read: 


Mayor’s Office, 
Hobyvken, April 27, 1905. 
To the Council: 

Gentlemen—The consideration of the require- 
ments of the various branches of the city gov- 
ernment and the financial obligations of the 
city during the ensuing year have prompited 
me to investigate the present conditions most 
carefully for the mlain purpose to aid and assist 
in the fair and just appropriation of ithe city’s 
revenues to meet the needs of the different 
departments. 

Considering the many most needy improve- 
ments throughout ‘the city and the regular fixed 
expenditures of the departments, I find it a 
most serious and difficult problem for our 
Board of Tax Commissioners to set aside sums 
of money sufficient to maintain and if possible 
to improve ‘the sanitary and general condition 
throughout the city. 

The natural increase in taxable valuations 
has not kept pace with the natural increase of 
the expenditures of the city government, and 
it will require the honest and harmonious con- 
sideration of our financial status by all who are 
responsible and who may be held accountable 
for any disruption of the present good financial 
standing of our city. 

I have appealed to the various Boards of the 
city government and to the members of these 
Boards individually at this time, and requesied 
to acquaint themselves thoroughly with the 
financial condition in general and the yearly 
resources especially. 

It is absolutely necessary that you also should 
acquaint yourselves with these conditions and 
take up the various items, comprising the 
budget for the ensuing year, conscientiously 
and with ‘the sincere intention to accomplish 
as much as possible with the money, which 
you miay reasonably expect to have set aside 
for the care of the work under your jurisdic- 
tion. You are confronted with deficiencies or 
rather with obligations, vontracted in excess 
of the appropriation for the present fiscal year 
and these obligations may embarrass the en- 
gineering of the city’s finances and the proper 
distribution of the resources ‘at our disposal. 

A better system to meet ‘the requisitions for 
supplies, repairs and general public work must 
be inaugurated, so ‘that the expenditures are 
kept within the appropriations made. 

The resolution, that no bills be incurred 


against the city by’ any Committee of your 
Honorable Body unless ordered by a requisition 
signed by a majority of the members of such 
Committee, passed March 22, of this year, and 
approved by me, is a step in the right direc- 
tion, butt it is also necessary that you shouid 
keep informed and realize the responsibility 
resting upon you in fixing expenditures, which 
are entirely within your jurisdiction and which, 
if passed upon injudiciously and lavishly, are 
bound to result harmfully and to irritate the 
city’s finances. 

Members of all Boards of ‘the city govern- 
ment have been approached an'd appeaied -to 
for increase of pay and it seems a general 
agitation to raise the scale of salaries in all 
departments is systematically started. De- 
mands made and reported to be made by mem- 
bers of our fire ‘and police and other depart- 
ments and also our teaching force, if granted 
on a basis of equalization, would increase the 
yearly expenditure of the city government by 
$50,000 under this heading alone, enough to 
upset all possible calculations within the limit 
of law. 

Our tax rate is limited by law, and it is 
necessary ‘that all departments must treal any 
matter of expenditure with due consideration 
of the requirements of the city government as 
a whole and thereby assist in maintaining a 
financial condition properly balanced. 

Individual interest must stand aside, when 
the general welfare of our city is considered. 

I hope your Honorable Body will receive this 
communication with appreciatiin of my desire 
to establish and nurse conditions, which will 
invite commendation by the people of this 
city.

Stevens Institute of Technology, 
Hoboken, May 9, 1905. 
To the Honorable the Mayor and Council of 
‘the City of Hoboken: 

Gentlemen—On behalf of the Stevens Institute 
of Technology, I respectfully petition your 
Honorable Body to take such action as may be 
required to vacate that portion of River street 
from a point north of Sixth street and running 
to Seventh street, and that portion of Seventh 
street east of Hudson street and running to 
this proposed extension of River street, which 
now appear on the city map, but which have 
not been opened. f 

In this connection, it is to be borne in mind 
that ithe line of River street, from Seventh 
street to Highth street, does not appear upon 
the map, and, therefore, even if that portion 
of River street just referred to were not va- 
cated, River street could not be completed. 

The vacation asked for is desired because, 
provided the Institute can obtain this reiief 
from the city, it can make favorable arrange- 
ments with the Stevens heirs for a plot of 


ground which will make a noble provision for 
-sites for ‘buildings required and for a campus 
and athletic field. 

After giving this matter continuous and con- 
scientious study for three years, I am con- 
vineed that the fu.ure prospe.icy of the Insti- 
tute depends upon securing this extension of 
its plant and facilities. While I have no desire 
to have Stevens Institute prominent as an 
athletic centre, circumstances have forced me 
to recognize that our stulents, being required 
to conform to ‘what is probably as severe a 
‘course of instruction as there is in ithe world, 
shloould ‘be afforded every possible facility to use 
their limited amount of spare time for exercise 
in theopenair. 

These facilities can only be afforded by giv- 
ing them an ample play ground close to tne 
Institute buildings. 

I am emboldened to ask this relief from your 
Honorable 'Body because I beitieve that the citi- 
zens of [Hoboken take pride in the success 
achieved and in the world-wide reputation made 
by the Stevens Institute of Technology through 
the work done by its alumni and also by the 
fact that the neighborhood must be benefited 
by this proposed radical improvement. 

I would respectfully request your Honorable 
Body to bear in mind tthat the Institute has 
been obliged to carry on its large work with 
an endowment which, though ample thirty 
years ago, is now quite insufficient to meet 
our enlarged requirements, due to the success 
we have achieved. \Had it ‘not. been for the 
unselfish devotion and generosity of my lament- 
ed predecessor, Dr. Morton, we should have 
been unable to meet many of our responsibii- 
ities in the past. 

I would resipectfully beg leave to 
your Honorable Body that the Institute offers 
each year to the graduates of the Hoboken 
Public High School three fre scholarships, mak- 
ing twelve such scholarships continuously sup- 
ported at the Instituitte’s expense, ithe total ex- 
pense of these scholarships amounts to between 
$3,000 and $3,500 per year. 

The Institute also offers to the graduates of 
the Hoboken Aicademy one fre scholarship a 
year, making four continually supported at an 
additional cost to the Institute of say $1,000 to 
$1,200 per year. 

This is an unusual number of fre scholarships 
to ‘be carried by an institution as meagrely 
endowed as is Stevens Institute. Through this 
provision sixteen of Hoboken’s young men are 
receiving a fre education in engineering in an 
institute second to none in the world. 

This certainly is an admirable adjunct to 
Hoboken’s public school system.

Gentlemen—I respectfully submit to your 
Honorable Body the annual report of the Police 
Department for the year ending April 30, 1905. 
In comparison w.-.-- my report of the preceding 
year there has been a marked increase in the 
rumber of arrests. Excellent discipline pre- 
vails throughout the department and the mem- 
‘bers are to be commended for the thorough 
efficiency displayed by them in the exercise of 
their duties. 

The Bertillon system of criminal identifica- 
tion which was installed during the past year, 
cannot be praised too highly. By this method 
we have been enabled to identify several noted 
criminals arrested in this city who would have 
escaped with an inadequate punishment were 
we dependent on our old system. This branch 
of the police system is operated by Court 
Officer Daniel J. Kiely, in conjunction with nis 
other duties. For the short period he has per- 
formed this work, he has been complimented 
by the Chiefs of the different Bertillon bureaus 
throughout the country as a skillful and expert 
operator. f 

The unsanitary condition existent at Police 
‘Headquarters and particularly iln the prison 
corridors have became almost unendurable. 
During a recent storm we were compelled to 
seek. aid from the Health’ Department. Dis- 
infectants are constantly used, but with in- 


different results. For the year ending, 222 


92 


warrants and 765 summons issued by the Re- 
corder, were served by the police; 269 children 
found astray in the strets were cared for by 
the Police Matrons. There were 11 suicides 
reported and 18 attempts at suicide.

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PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 
Hoboken, N. J., May 1, 1905. 


To the Hunorable the Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken: 


Gentlemen:—The fifteenth annual report of the Trustees of the Free 
Public Library for the fiscal year, ending April 30th, 1905, is herewith re- 
spectfully submitted for the consideration of your Honorable Body. 

The financial details you will find displayed in the report of the Treasurer 
and a close examination of the same, we are satisfied, will convince you that 
a careful and judicious expenditure was made of the amount allotted for 
library purposes. 

A consideration of the details set forth in the report of the Librarian 
will show the progress of the Library and the work accomplished during 
the year; some of the more important being the adding of 2,351 volumes to 
the book collection, of which 144 were in the German language, the removal 
of 574, leaving the net gain for the year 1,777 volumes, and a grand total in 
the Library of 29,720 volumes, of which 4,313 are German. These books 
circulated for home reading, during the year, to the number of 126,459 val- 
umes, 13,221 of which were German, adding to the above the books consulted 
in the reference department, 14,227, the total book use of the Library for the 
year was 140,686 volumes, an average daily use of 468, ranging from 287, 
the lowest, to 672, the highest daily use. 

During the year there were 380 volumes donated to the Library, of which 
116 were from the estate of the late Dr. Chabert, 55 from Dr. Kluge, 33 from 
the United States Government, and 25 from the late Dr. G. Pape. 

On the basis of an hourly county 72,406 persons visited the reading and 
reference rooms, for the use of which 116 daily, and weekly papers and month- 
ly magazines are provided. 3 

It was intended and hoped that a new supplement to the English cata- 
logue would be printed for the use of our readers, but owing to the inability of 
the Tax Commissioners to make the necessary appropriation it was deferred, 
but in all probability it will be printed during the ensuing vear. However, 
with the aid of a special appropriation by the Tax Commissioners of $1,000, 
the Trustees were enabled to make many much needed repairs and improve- 
ments, including the painting of the entire exterior of the building and all 
the interior walls of the portion used by the Library, also the elevation of all 
steam pipes above ground, and many other necessary improvements. 

A careful estimate of the cost of the present necessary repairs to the 
portion of the building occupied by the manual training department has been 
made and a request for the amount presented to the Tax Commissioners and 
if granted the building will be placed in perfect condition and so kept without 
additional appropriations by the Tax Commissioners. These are extraordin- 
ary repairs and can be made only by the Tax Commissioners making these 
special appropriations, which thus far, covering a period of fifteen years, has 
amounted to but $1,600, and all of which has been expended to the entire 
satisfaction of the Tax Commissioners, who made a thorough examination of 
the building during the year. 

On January 1st, the term of Trustee L. H. Nettleton expired and to fill 
the vacancy Mr. Richard Buckley was appointed for a full term of five years. 
Mr. Nettleton was a painstaking, conscientious and faithful trustee for five 
years and six months, always retaining the respect and confidence of his 
fellow members and which he now takes with him in his retirement. Mr.

Buckley, his successor, has entered upon his duties with enthusiasm and a 
lively appreciation of the importance of the duties devolving upon him as a 
trustee. 

Several changes occurred on the service staff; Miss Celine Koester, after 
a service of seven years as assistant librarian and cataloguer, because of ill- 
ness, was compelled to retire, and Miss O’Toole was promoted from the ref- 
erence department to that of Assistant Librarian and _ ceataloguer,, Miss 
Hauger was promoted to the reference department, and this creating a 
vacancy in the circulating department Miss Nora V. Foley was appointed a 
regular attendant to fill the vacancy in that department. 

A decision has been rendered in the controversy between the Library 
and Industrial Boards, and, although favorable to the Library it still left the 
vital question at issue unsettled and being unsatisfactory to both boards it 
was determined to appeal the case to the higher courts for final and definite 
adjustment and from where we hope to have an early decision. In the mean- 
while the building is being properly cared for by the Trustees of the Library. 

All the usual statistics are included in this report and your careful con- 
sideration of the same is respectfully requested.

Sirs—The agitation occasioned by the pro- 


posed pumping system for the lower section of, 


our city has led to the consideration of the 
effect of such a system on the foundations of 
lailge buildings, especially in this locality. | 


I have received from one. whose opinion is 
worthy of consideration, inasmuch as he has a 
thorough knowledge olf building and construc- 
tion and of the conditions that hold in the. 
lower section. iHe writes: 

“As long as the capping and piles keep wet 
without interruption they will remain in the 
same healthy condition in which they were 
when first placed. If, however, a thing which 
will be brought about by the proposed pumping 
system, the high tide would not reach the 
upper part of the foundation, so that the cap- 
ping and upper part of the miles will dry out 
then these parts 'will commence to rot and the 
process of decay ‘will be hastened when through 
rain and through dry weather these parts be- 
come alternately ~moist and dry. In a few 
years the foundation parts will have assumed 
such a decayed condition that they will not 
uphold the weight of the church ‘building.’’ 

In view of even the probability of such an 
injury being done to our church buildings, in 
which thousands of our citizens are interested, 
I must emphasize my objection to the proposed 
system, and I respectfully ask your Honorable 
Body to provide for the removal of the sewage 
and the protection olf the health of the poor 
people in this section in some other way than 
by a scheme that may ‘be ffraught with dis- 
astrous consequences,

iGentleamen—The attention of the Hoboken 
Land and Improvement Company has recently 
been called in connection with the applilcation 
made by the Stevens Institute of Technology 
for the viacation of the end of ‘Seventh and 
River streets, and of whatever rights the city 
may have in the so-called alleyway to the 
negotiations pending between the city and the 
company for the vacation of the same street 
ends, together ‘with others. 

These negotiations were begun as steps in the 
settlement of' a suit against the ‘Street Com- 
missioner ‘for trespass on lands of this com- 
pany, and included, at the beginning, the vaca- 
tion of the alleyway. It was subsequently de- 
cided to make the arrangement include all of 
the other street ends as ‘to which any questions 
might arise on account of some legal difficulty. 
This arrangement, as originally proposed or as 
subsequently modified, was never carried out. 

Your ‘Corporation ‘Attorney, in connection 
with ‘the application of the Stevens Institute,

My Dear Senator Minturn—I have at last 
succeeded in securing the written consents of 
all the abutting property owners on that por- 
tion of Seventh and River streets and the alley 
which the city proposes to vacate, and have 
filed the consents with the City Clerk. 

As you know, the law enabling the city to 
vacate the streets requires as a condition pre- 
cedent, that the consents should be on file with 
the City Clerk before the ordinances are even 
introduced in the Council. For this reason, the 
ordinance which has recently been passed by 
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the Council is defective, and in order to carry 
out the agreement made with Col, Stevens in 
behalf of the Hoboken Land and Improvement 
Company and with President Humphreys, of 
the Stevens Institute, I have drawn two new 
ordinances and submit them to you with the 
request that you have them passed by the 
Council as soon as possible. The conditions 
governing the vacation of the streets are differ-

I have discussed the ordinances drawn with 
you and have drawn them in accordance with 
your suggestions. I have explained to you that

Gentlemen—On January first of this year, in 

the introductory section of my Message, I ad-

regulations to prevent the drawing to excess 
of any of th eappropriations. 

On April 27, previous to the beginning of the 

present fiscal year, I again appealed to your 
Honorable Body regarding public work, and 
requested that you should keep informed and 
realize the responsibility resting upon you in 
creating obligations ‘and fixing expenditures 
entirely within your jurisdiction, and. which, 
if passed upon injudiciously an dlavishly, were 
bound to result harmfully, 
I am grieved to notice tthat these appeals 
have been ignored. However, your Honorable 
Body must not overlook the legal provisions 
and laws regulating our city government, es- 
pecially in giving out contracts for public 
work or tm ordering public work to be done. 
‘Numerous claims have been passed by your 
Honorable ‘Body at your Jast regular meeting 
which invite my veto. To explain my objec- 
tions, I prepared to call a conference with your 
Honorable (Body, which was held on Thursday 
evening, Augu:t 3. At this conference I stated 
the legal defects and other reasons why I 
eould not sign the warrants drawn in settle- 
ment of these claims. I do not dispute the 
necessity of the work covered by these claims, 
-but I object to the illegal manner in which the 
work was ordered done, and the-for min which 
these claims were presented. On close exam- 
ination you will also find the claims unreason- 
ably whhigh and excessive. 

My objections refer to claims No. 1016 and 
No. 1017, ‘presented by the Committee on 
Sewers, and to claims Nos. 3601 and 3612, inclu- 
sive, which were presented by the Committee 
on Public Grounds and Buildings, which I 


herewith return. Claims Nos. 3495-3498 Have 
since becn withdrawn.
